In addition to constructing a

It has two sixty- 
foot towe.s with a nine-foot radius, 
which revolve slowly when started 
by a gasoline motor, but gain 120 
turns a minute unde: wind action 
when the wind turns them.

RAIL LABOR 
BOARD WINS | 
COURT FIGHT 
Federal Ruling States 
Body Has Authority to 
Compel Testimony 


[EXCIASIVE DISPAYCH] 
CHICAGO, Nov. £.—Federal 
Judge Wilkerson, in a decision 
handed down today, upholds the 
contention of the United States 


‘Railway Labor Board that it has 


the authority to compel persons to 
appear before it and answer ques- 
tions during hearings on wage dis- 
putes between railroad companies 
and their employees. The decision 
was given in a suit filed some time 
ago by the board against D. B. 
Robertson of Cleveland, president 
of the Locomotive Firemen and 
Enginemen, and J. N. McGutre, 
general chairman of the Chicago 
and Northwestern branch of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers. 

In his decision Judge Wilkerson 
said, however, that the authority 
cannot be considered as judicial, 
but in the event persons refuse to 
answer summonses of the board 
redress can de had in the courts. 
The decisior affects some 105 rail- 
road employees who, with Robert- 
son and McGutre, had refused to 
testify on the grounds that the 
Railway Labor Board had no 
right to question them. 

Donald R. Richberg, attorney 
for the union men, contended that 
under the Constitution the Labor 
Board has not power. The judge 
in referring to this point said that 
the board receives that power 
through the courts

Doubt; McAdoo Said to 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING 
{EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH) 

CHICAGO, Nov. 6.— What et- 
fect the Coolidge landslide will 
have upon the future of political 
parties in the United States is the 
subject of speculation among poli- 
ticlans everywhere. 

The full extent of the Coolidge 
sweep is now fully comprehended 
by the political experts, if not by 
the public at large. The President 
won not less than 379 of the 531 
electoral votes when additional re- 
turns tonight placed North Dako- 
ta to his credit. New Mexico is 
still in doubt and if he is shown by 
the final returns to have won that 
State his total in the Electoral Col- 
lege will be 382, or a majority of 
233 over Davis and La Follette 
combined. 

That the Coolidge triumph both 
in the electoral and the popular 
vote is one of the two or three 
great victories in Presidential elec- 
Uns in the history of the country 
is already apparent. The Presi- 
dent made a clean sweep outside 
01 the solid South from the Atlan- 
tie to the Pacific oceans with the 
exception of Wisconsin; the home 
State of Senator La Follette, car- 
rying with the tide the home States 
ot John W. Davis, Brother Charley 
Bryan and Senator Wheeler, La 
Follette’s running mate. 


POLITICIANS. ASTOUNDED 


The nearly complete returns 
showing that Coolidge won a ma- 
jority of the popular as well as 
the electoral vote dumfounded 
the politicians. There is no disput- 
ing the mandate given him by the 
American people—18,000,000 or 
more out of the 30,000,000 votes 
cast being for the President com- 
pared with 8,000,000 for Davis and 
4,000,000 for La Follette. The pop- 
ular vote and the plurality of Cool- 
idge were the largest in history 
while his popular majority over 
both his opponents was nearly as 
large as Harding's plurality over 
Cox alone. 

The showing made by the three 
parties in the election is regarded 
by .the politicians as significant of 
the future of the great political or- 
ganizations. 

The Republican party has main- 
tained and strengthened its posi- 
tion as the conservative party. It 
has been accorded a vote of con- 
fidence by the people in prefer- 
ence not only to the radical party 
led by La Follette but to the rival 
conservative party led by John W. 

Whether the Republican 
party can maintain itself in pow- 
er beyond the next four years now 
depends on numerous  considera- 
tions, but it is safe to say that its 
greatest danger will be the possi- 
bility of becoming too reactionary. 


FACES SUPREME TEST 


President Coolidge now faces his 
supreme test in public office. He 
has been tried for fifteen months 
as the heir of Harding and he nas 
found favor in the eyes of the pco- 
ple. He was only measyrably 
successful as Republican leader in 
dealing with Cemgress in regard to 
legislation. In the new Congress, 
however, he will have stronger 
party support and if he is able to 
put through prog ve legisiati..n 
the Republican party will be in- 
trenched in its position in 1928. 
Otherwise it will find itself vul- 
norable. 

That the Democratic party still 
lives is the conclusion of the po!t- 
ticlans scanning the returns. They 
were fully prepared by the noise of 
the La Follette candidacy to fird 
the party of Jefferson and Jack- 
son tottering on its last legs after 
the counting of the votes in this 
election. ey had been led to 
believe that the third party had 
annexed the major portion of ihe 
Democratic party, would run sec- 
ond in the election and would 
henceforth be considered the most 
important minority rty. 

n the contrary the third party 
ran a poor third with less than 
half of the popular vote in the ag- 
gregate of the Democratic party 
and a negligible showing in the 
electoral vote. e Democratic 
party is found after all, to be the 
chief minority party and the fate 
of the third party is in doubt. 

Had the La Foliette party run 
second in the popular vote in the 
North the question rai would 
have been whether it would re- 
place the Democratic party as the 
chief opposition of the Republican 
party in the next four years. 


ELECTION CHANGES VIEW 


In the light of the result of the 
election, however, the question is 
whether the third party will be 
absorbed by the Democratic party 
in the next four years or will main- 
tain its independence of both old 
parties in 1928. 

A widespread opinion among 
Democratic leaders is that the 
Jeffersonian party must now de- 
come conspicuously Itberal, if not 
radical, in order to attract back 


all the elements it has lost to the 


La Follette party and present a 
formidable opposition to the con- 
servative forces arrayed under the 
banner of the G.O.P. 

Various leaders are expected to 
come forward with the schemes of 
coalescing the Democratic and the 
third parties in 1428. Willlam G. 
McAdoo is understood to entertain 
ambitions of capturing the Demo- 
cratic nomination in 1928. He will 
undertake to bring the railroad

The demand for American films 
is increasing at present, however, 
due to the more careful selection 
of pictures, Dr. Kallman said. The 
U. F. A., or the Universal Film As- 
sociation, exhibited thirty-six 
American pictures on its pro- 
gram last year, he declared. 


OWNS MANY THEATERS 

Dr. Kallman, as the business 
head of the U.F.A., is perhaps the 
most important film magnate in 
Germany at the present time. This 
company is said to own 110 thea- 
ters in Germany and to control 
practically 3000, although some of 
these are in small towns where 
pictures are shown only one day 
a week. Besides its German hold- 
ings, the U. F. A. owns fifteen thea- 
ters in key cities of Switzerland, 
Poland, Finland and Holland, Dr. 
Kallman declared.
